The temperature of the disk must 
necessarily be much lower than the 
work in contact with it owing to its 
large surface area, and when it is 
considered that all the frictional 
energy of the rotating disk is con- 
centrated on an extremely small 
area of contact in the material sub- 
jected to its nection the results ob 
tained are not so surprising as ap-

After Having Been Balloted For and 
, Unanimously Blackballed He Made 
Every Member Deny His Vote and 
Then Declared Himself Elected, 


It was a witty bishop who once de- 
Oned a club as a place “where women 
cease from troubling and the weary 
are at rest.” Another amusing definl- 
tion was that glyen by George Au- 
gustus Sala. “A club,’ said he, “is a 
weapon used by savages to keep the 
white woman at a distance.” Nowa- 
days, however, as Ralph Nevill re- 
marks in his book, “London Clubs,” 
things are different “Within the last 
twenty-five years or so the spirit of 
London club life bas entirely changed. 
(he old fashioned clubman, whose 
whole life was bound up with one or 
other of these institutions, is now 
practically extinct.” 

Perhaps the most striking story 
which Mr. Nevill tells regarding 
Brooks’ club is that concerning the 
famous duelist, George Robert Fitz- 
gerald, who was executed for murder 
in 1786. No first class London club 
would admit him. His name does not 
appear in the club Ust, though he must 
in a sort of way be regarded as having 
belonged to the club. He was, how- 
ever, in it only once, though it was his 
boast that he had been unanimously 
chosen a member. 

Owlng to Iitzgerald’s well known 
dueling propensities no first class 
London club would admit hin. Neyer- 
theless he got Admiral Keith Stewart, 
who knew that he must fight Fitz- 
gerald or comply, to propose him for 
Brooks’. 

Accordingly the duellst went with 
the admira! on the day of the election 
to the-clubhouse and waited down- 
stairs while the ballot was in progress. 

The result, a foregone conclusion, 
was unfavorable to the candidate, not 
even one white ball being among the 
black, the admiral haying been among 
the first to deposit his. Mr. Brooks 
eventually went to tell Fitzgerald, who 
was waiting in the hall, that there 
was one black ball and that therefore 
his candidature had failed. 

Thrusting aside Brooks, who pro- 
tested that nonmembers might not en- 
ter the clubrooms, Fitzgerald flew up- 
stairs and entered the room. Walk- 
fpg up to the fireplace, he thus ad- 
dressed Admiral Stewart, 

“So, my dear admiral, Mr. Brooks in- 
forms me that:I1 have been elected 
three times.” d 

“You haye been balloted for, Mr. 
Fitzgerald, but I am sorry to say you 
have not been chosen,” said Stewart. 

“Well, then,” replied the duelist, “did 
you blackball me?” 

“My good sir,”’ answered the admiral, 
“how could you suppose such a thing?” 

“Ob, I supposed no such thing, my 
dear fellow. I only want to know who 
it was that dropped the black ball in 
by accident, as it were.’’ 

Fitzgerald now went up to each in- 
dividual member and put the same 
question to all in turn, “Did you black- 
ball me, sir?’ until be made the round 
of the whole club, and in each case he 
received a reply similar to that of the 
admiral. 

When he had finished his investiga- 
tions he thus addressed the whole 
body: “You see, gentlemen, that as 
none of you have Dblackhalled me 1! 
must be elected. It is Mr. Brooks who 
has made the mistake.” 

After this nothing more was snid by 
the members, who determined to Ig- 
nore the presence of their dangerous 
visitor, who drank three bottles of 
champagne in enforced silence, for no 
one would answer him when be spoke. 

When he had gone it wns agreed 
“that half a dozen stout constables 
should be in waiting the next evening 
to bear him off to the watcb bouse if 
he attempted again to intrude, but 
Mr. Fitzgerald, aware probably of the 
reception be might get, never did.” 

Apropos of blackballing, Mr. Nevill 
mentions the greatest instance of 
blackballing probably ever known, 
which took place some years ago at a 
ladies’ club, where one candidate re- 
ceived three more black balls than the 
number of members preseut—a cnse 
of excessive zeal indeed! 

The practical joker is naturally not 
unknown in the most solemn of clubs, 
and “some irrepressible jokers have 
paid for their love of fun by having 
to resign their membership. One of 
| them, whose escapades were notorious 
in London twenty y ago, sitting 
half asleep in a certain bohemian 
club, annoyed at a very red 
headed walter who kept buzzing about

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HELD HIS JUBILEE. 
Bishop O'Connor of Peterboro Was 
Given Great Ovation. 
Wednesday, August 2, was a red 
letter day in the anna's of Peterboro, 
for on that date the Catholic people 
|} and citizens generally celebrated the 
golden jubilee to the priesthood of 
Right Reverend Richard Alphonsus 
O'Connor, D.D., the spiritual head of 
the diocese On August 2nd, 1861, 
Bishop O'Connor was ordained by 
Archbishop Lynch, and the long an1 
unremitting period of service which 
has been given was marked by fea- 
tivities and felicitations of which the 
every where-esteemed and popular 

prelate was the recipient. 

A golden jubilee is a rare event. 
In a career which gives an average 
of about sixteen years, those who 
reach the half-century mark in har- 
ness and still ready to answer the 
call of duty with as much celcrity 
and ability as men many years their 
junior, are worthy of special recog- 
nition. His lordship of Peterboro 
fills these conditions to a remarkable 
degree, The single fact of an exten- 


sive and arduous confirmation tour 
made in the heat of our early July 
days shows in itself the mettle of 


which he is made, The tour took in 
Alliston, North Adjala, Schomberg, 
Tottenham, Acton, and South Adjala. 
These are all outside the diocese of 
Peterboro, his lordship coming to the 
help of the Toronto diocese, which at 
present has no one to officiate at con- 
firmation. At South Adjala a great 
welcome awaited the bishop for ha 
had ministered there forty years be- 
fore, and the present incumbent, Rev. 
Father Jeffeott, and the people, some 
of whom still remember the Father 
O'Connor of other days, gave cordial 
greeting to the old-time pastor. 

Though born in Treland, Bishop 
O’Connor has been nearly all his life 
in Canada, and may b2 said to be- 
long to Toronto, as it was here that 
most of his life, until his ordination, 
was passed, and in the diocese of 
Toronto he spent the years of his 
ministry from 1861 until May, 1889, 
when he was consecrated in Peter- 
boro Cathedral by Archbishop Cleary 
of Kingston, Archbishops Fabre cf 
Montreal, and Duhamel of Ottawa, 
being assistant bishops. As one of 
the first pupils of St. Michael’s Col- 
lege, and later a student at the Grand 
Seminary, Montreal, both of» whieh 
have a clientele which stretches out 
to all parts of the continent, Bishop 
O'Connor is extensively known, and 
his golden jubilee is of widespread 
interest. In Barrie, Ont.. where, a3 
pastor and dean, he res‘ded for a 
number of years, he is especially re- 
membered. When Dean O'Connor 
left the pretty northern town to take 
upon himself the burdens of episco- 
pal office, a fine church and chureh 
property, free cf debt, and efficient 
schools amongst the best in the pro- 
vince, testified to his werk. He wus 
also a member of the High School 
Board, and as ¥residing examiner, 
was very popula; with the candidates 
of all creeds who wrote at the exam- 
inations of those days. 

A portion of the life of Bishop 
O’Connor which places him in the 
eategory of those who have done good 
pioneer work for Canada is the time 
spent among ths Indians, many of 
whom were fourd in the northern 
part of his diocese befor? it was 
broken up, with Sault Ste. Marie as 
the new jurisdietion, and _ Bishop 
Seollard as its ecclesiastical head. 
Summer trips to the far wilds lasting 
weeks and sometimes months, were 
for a long time part of the journey- 
ings of Bishop O'Connor. Remdte 
from the noise and bustle of city life 
and civilization, he made many a 
voyage by canoe wnd portage, the 
Indians who paddled and guided be- 
ing his only companions. A warm 
welcome always waited for the bishop 
at the end of his journey, for with 
his red children he was as popular 
as was the “black robe’ amongst the 
Hurons of old, and it was sometimes 
with regret that the return journey 
was accomplishel. 


Looked Like Kubiclo. 


Boris Hambourg, the ‘cello master

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FATHER OF HANSARD, 
Hon. James Young Started the Official 


Record In the Commons. 
Hon. James Young, of Galt, is just 


& 
completing a second and revised edi- 
tion of his notable book, “Public Men 
and Public Life in Canada.” The first 
edition of the work is considered by 
students of our political history to be 
of unique and extraordinary yalue, 
and the revised volume will bring the 
history up to 1896, when Sir Wisfrid 
mete a first Government was form- 
ed, 

Mr. Young is one of the few survi- 
vors of the old guard of Reform Par- | 
liamentarians. He was born in Galt | 
in 1835, and his wife is an elder sister 
of Mr. W. K. McNaught of Toronto. 
He started to learn the printing busi- 
ness when he was sixteen, and at 
eighteen was editor and publisher of 
ine Galt Keformer. He was elected 
a member of the first Parliament of 
Canada in the year of Confederation, 
1867, and had a Parliamentary ca- 
reer of twenty years—ntteen in the 
House of Commons and five in the 
Ontario Legislature, representing bota 
South Waterloo and the neighvoring 
constituency of North Brant. In 1883 
he became a member of Oliver Mow- 
at’s Cabinet, and served therein tor 
several years. 

_ Mr. Young, though few people know 

it, was the originator of Hansard, the 
otticial record of every word uttered 
in the House of Commons. For some 
time after Confederation no record 

was kept of the proceedings. They 
were reported in the newspapers, 
twisted and colored greatly in those 
days by party bias. Cases arose where 
much confusion resulted from mem- 
bers being misquoted. The House was 
in the same position as the Provincial 
Legislature is now, and we know how 

a Hansard is occasionally missed there 
—in such cases, for example, as the 
Gamey incident, when newspaper re- 
ports were the records to go before 
the commission of inquiry. Mr. Young 
suggested Hansard. A committee was 
formed and official records were 
thereby established. 

Mr, Young was a room-mate of the 
Hon. Edward Blake and the late 
David Mills at Ottawa during the ses- 
sions of the first Dominion House. He 
was also a great friend of George 
Brown, and often toured the province 
with him, for he was one of the strong- 
est stump speakers of those days. 

Mr. Young has special qualifications 
as a political historian, as he always 
kept a diary o' Parliamentary events 
and was familiar with all the leading 
politicians of his time. Even now ]e 
often writes letters to the Toronto 
newspapers commenting on current 
political questions, with all which he 
is closely familiar. And when these 
letters appear he is deluged with cor- 
respondence from old-time Liberals 
who remember and honor his Jong 
service to party and country. 

At the age of 76, Mr. Young is still 
active in business. He is president of 
the Gore Mutual Fire Insurance Co., 
of Galt, and is regularly at his desk. 
He is also a director of the Confeder- 
ation Life, and almost every Wednes- 
day he goes to Toronto to attend the 
weekly Board meeting. A man full of 
honors in his own town, where he was 
born and where he has always lived, 
he has taken the deepest interest in 
local, as well as national, history. 
His book, “Reminiscences of the Set- 
tlement of Galt and the Township of 
Dumfries,” is one of the too few valu- 
able records we have of early local 
history of Ontario’s most interesting 

days.

The 
temptation to exploit this great, 
inexhaustible, never freezing 
stream as a source of power for 
industrial purpeses may be easily 
imagined. 
At present such exploitation is 
quite impossible, as the Iguassu 
Fall is too far from the beaten 
tracks of commerce to make it pro- 
fitable to establish any clectrieal 
power station, but it will probab- 
ly not be long before these falls 
will be threatened with the fate of 
Niagara. This undesirable possi- 
bility has been foreseen by the in- 
terested States, Brazil and Argen- 
tina, which have already begun ne- 
gotiations designed to protect the 
falls.

An exciting contest has been waged 
in the atate of Maine for some month’s 
pastover an effort by the liquor inter 
ests to repeal a clause making prohi 
bition a part of the constitution of the 
state. The prodigious efforts 
were put forth by the liquor party not 
only of the State itself but assisted by 
the liquor intevests of the whole coun- 
try to effect a repeal, The vote was 
taken on Monday last, and the first re- 
turns gave a majority of over 1,40 
for the repeal, Later returns, how- 

ever, tell a different story, and full res 
turns from all places give a majority 
of 515 for retaining Maine as 0 pro- 
hibition state. Tho small majority Is 
to be rogretted, but the extraordinary 
means used by the liquor party in the 
eities and larger towns of the state 
eaused a heavy vote for liquor in these 
places, which had to be overcome in 
the rural districts. Every true friend 
of temperance should rejoice at the re-

Odd Superstitions That Darken the 
Dressmaker’s Shop. 

“Women who wear fine dresses are 
as superstitious as the girls who make 
them,” said a dressmaker. “If the lit 
tle accidents that happen in the work- 
room were not mercifully concealed 
from the owners of rich gowne they 
would be sick with apprehension half 
the time. I had one customer who re- 
fused to accept a very expensive dress 
because on girl who assisted with the 
fitting dropped a pair of scissors, 
which fell point down and stuck in 
the floor, That meant an order for 
mourning within six months. The cus- 
tomer hoped that by refusing the hoo- 
doo dress she could avert the calamity, 
but the precaution was useless.

“Girls are especially particular in 
their work on wedding dresses, for if 
a tiny drop of blood from a pricked 
finger should fall on the gown the 
bride would surely die before the end 
of the year. ‘Then there is green 
thread. Whether the customer is there 
to see it or not, no dressmaker will 
keep green thread near spools of an- 
other color. Green thread used for 
basting means the return of a dress 
for alterations, and there is enough 
trouble of that kind in a dressmaking 
establishment without deliberately bid- 
ding for it. 

“Women who are themselves super- 
stitious are never surprised or offend- 
ed at a sewing girl’s untidy coiffure. 
The girls tumble their balr about on 
purpose when working on a large or- 
der, for it is a sacred belief among 
dressmakers that a hair inadvertently 
worked Into the garment shows that 
more work is coming soon from the 
same customer.”—New York Sun.

with other makes. I am 
pleased to say that the comparisons 
have been very favorable to our cheese,

“When making inquiries as to the 
quality most suitable*to the trade, a 
very common expression of the mer- 
chants is; Give us the quality of your 
best Belleville’s and Brockville’s, and 
we will wish for nothing better.” The 
quality of these cheese they describe 
as follows: Close-boring, smooth tex- 
ture, mild flavor, uniform size neat, 
appearance, This quality is in great 
demand andis being retailed at 8d. 
and 9d, a pound. I would strongly 
advise our makers to make this kind 
of cheese. 

“T do not want to give the impres- 

sion that all our cheese arriving in 
this conntry are of this type, as quite 
a number of the cheese arriving at the 
present time are showing slight acid- 
ity; while others are too green, and 
neither of those qualities are well 
thought of by the merchants whom 
T have met. 
‘Owing to the very dry weather 
this season, in this country, and the 
consequent falling off of dairy pro- 
ducts, there will likely be an active 
demand for the best Canadian cheese, 
as stocks held here are light, and it 
would appear as though prices will 
rule high for the balance of the sea- 
son,” 


Mineral Production 


The total value of the mineral pro- 
duction of Canada during the past 
year exceeded $105,000,000, an increase 
of $13,209,517 over that of the preced- 
ing year, an increase of 14 per cent., 
according to a preliminary report by 
the Department of Mines. There has 
been an increased production in near- 
ly every province, the only decline be- 
ing shown by New Brunswick. On- 
tario leads with 40 per cent. of the to- 
tal for Canada.

Green Tomato Compote, — Al- 
though probably no S ihes vege- 
tablo is served in so many different 
Ways as the tomato, it is not gen- 
erally known that the green fruit 
makes an excellent ‘compote,’’ or 
sweet stew. The unripe tomatoes 
are stewed in sugar, like prunes or 
Apricots, until they become sweet 
and tendor. This method of prepar- 
ing them is recommended to those 
who grow their own fruit, which 
often fails to ripen fully before 
frost. 

Poor Man’s Cakes.—Use one cup 
of Indian meal, and one cup of 
flour, sifted together. Add one tea- 
spoonful of salt, and two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking-powder. Beat an 
egg and add to it three tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar and one cup of milk. 
Stir this into the meal and flour, 
and drop the mixture by spoon- 
fuls into deep fat. Fry the cakes 
to a light brown and drain them 
on brown paper.

IMITATION SILK. 


Made in America, but of Wood Pulp 
From Norway. 


In the manufacture of artificial 
silk wood pulp from Norway is util- 
ized, being shipped here in bales. 
This pulp is cut into thin sheets, 
each individual sheet is carefully 
weighted, and a certain quantity 
placed in a metal tank for chemical 
treatment. 

The various chemical solutions 
used are mixed in huge iron tanks, 
from which they are pumped under 
ground through a series of lead 
pipes to the departments requiring 
the various compounds. This pulp, 
having been macerated and digest- 
ed, is submitted to still further 
chemical action under certain fixed 
temperatures which are not allow- 
ed to vary even one-half a degree. 

When it is ready for final trans- 
formation into ‘silk the solution 
closely resembles molasses in color 
and consistency. At this stage it 
is pumped from the tanks to the 
spinning frames. Here specially 
constructed pumps are attached to 
each spindle, which carefully mea- 
sure off the required quantity 
of the solution. : 

This is forced through tubes with 
an outlet containing just as many 
perforations as there are to be fila- 
ments in the thread. Through these 
it is passed to a tank running the 
length of the frame and containing 
a chemical mixture which fixes the 
solution instantaneously into a 
thread. 

This strand is carried over @ 
wheel down through a tube to a 
rapidly revolving spindle; thp 
yate of speed is about 5,000 reyolu- 
tions a minute. From this the 
strands are afterward unwound on 
reels into skeins. The air in the 
spinning room is completely chang- 
ed every three minutes, being 
pumped off though hoods, placed 
over each of the spinning frames. 
This is done, says the Textile Manu- 
facturers’ Journal, to remove any 
possible fumes and to provide 
thorough yentilation for the opera- 
tives. ; 

One of the interesting features in 
connection with the entire operation 
is the fact that the yarn is handled 
as little as possible. The specially 
constructed stoves and bleaching 
arrangements are ideal, and when 
the skeins are finally carried to 
the large drying room on the fifth 
floor one marvels at the change 
which has so rapidly taken place. 
From here they are taken to the 
sorting room, where each individual 
skein is carefully examined by skil- 
led operators.

Oanada is already 
feeling a shortage of the hardwood 
supply and makes up the national de- 
ficiency by importing annually from 
the United States, hardwood Tumber 
to the value of seven and a half mil- 

_ lion dollars, Thus the value of the 
hardwoods imported into Cana la dur- 
ing 1910 exceeded by 50 per cent. the 
Walue of hardwoods manufactured in- 
tolumber, Nearly all of these imports 
are from the United States, and con- 
sist of the most valuable species, such 
as oak, hickory, tulip or yellow poplar 
chestnut, gum, walnut, cherry, and a 
large amount of hard pine, which is 
so frequently used as a hardwood. 
From these above figures it will be 
seen that we ave becoming more and 
more dependent upon the United 
Btates, whose available supply for ex- 

port is surely and rapidly decreasing. 
Whatever can be done to improve the 
resources of Canada by the elimina- 
tion of wood waste, and particularly 
by the development of small wood lots 
of Ontario, Southern Quebee and the 
Maritime Provinces, should be done 
with all possible speed,

Counting the Stars 


A tremendous task, that of counting 
the stars up to the nineteenth magni- 
tude, has been undertaken by the 
Dutch astronomer, Prof. Kapteyn, 
who has collected all the material 
furnished by the most recent discoy- 
eries, notably those from the Ameri- 
can observatories. 

Stars of less size than the fourteenth 
magnitude are found in millions in 
the Milky Way, and the work of 
counting them from photographic 
plates can best be described as similar 
to counting blood corpuscules under 
a microscope. Prof. Kapteyn places 
the total at 842,000,000 stars, the aver- 
being 20,400 stars to the square degree 
of the heavens. He has further cal- 
culated that the total light emanating 
from all the stars is equal to 2,384 
times the luminosity of a star of the 
first magnitude,

the boundaries of the universe, as far 
as human science has been able to 
penetrate, extend to 82,000 light years,

HOW SPECULATION ON MARGIN DIF- 
FERS FROM 


HKG SAEMESTIENS BANK QF MONTREAL ROBBED 


INVESTMENT. 


Loss Not Limited to Amount of Original 
Outlay—Dividing Line Between Invest- 
Ment and Speculation Not Clearly De- 
fined—How One Speculates on Margin 
and What “Margin’’ Means. 


-: (By. “Investor”) 

In the first of this series it was shown 
that “distribution of risk’ is an import 
ant principle of investment. It is a very 
Simple one, however, involving no very 
contused ideas. There is anotner princi- 
ple to be borne in mind when making in- 
vestments which is of no less importance, 
bat it is, however, considerably less ob- 
vious to those whose investment experj- 
ence is small—and even to many who 
should understand its actions thoroughly. 
This is the principle of investment “in 
accordance with actful requirements.” 

The dividing line between speculation 
and investment is not always clear, and 
in discussing investing it is not unprofit- 
able to digress somewhat to go into the 
field where “safety of principal’ is held 
in small esteem in comparison with 
“prospect of appreciating in value’; and 
“rate of income” is a decidedly second- 
ary consideration. 

Of course in general it is understood 
that one who buys mining stocks “‘specu- 
lates,” and one who buys bonds “invests.” 
But where one man buys high-class stocks 
outright as a speculation it is hard to 
separate him from the investor, and for 
practical purposes he is such. 

Speculation takes many forms. In 
general, however, it is done on “margin,” 
unless mining shares are bought. The 
latter are subject to such yiolent changes 
in prices in the market that no broker 
who has any reputation worth consider- 
ing will buy them exeept for clients who 
are prepared to pay for them outright. 

When one buys a stock on “margin” 
it is customary to go to a broker who 
takes the order and makes the purchase 
for a small commission of a quarter of 
one per cent. on the par yalue. The 
broker, being a responsible person, as his 
possession of a seat on the Toronto or 


Montreal Stock Exchanges, costing as |& 


they do some $20,000, would indicate, the 
client, as soon as he is notified that his 
stock has been bought pays the broker 
fifteen or twenty per cent. of the marke’ 
value of the stock.

OUR ANCESTORS? 


WIth 


‘Antellectually It may Be Claimed 
Mankind Has Made Great 
Advances, 


Ryery now and then civilisation 
lhas a fit of dejection, and begins 
to ask itself whether it is worth 
while, and whether the average 
twentieth-century man would not 

have a happier time of it if he could 

be transplanted back into the sav 
tagery in which his ancestors lived 
thousands of years ago. 

Some distinguished American pro- 
fessors have recently been discuss 
ling the question afresh, and it is 
lourious how widely they agree that 
imankind has made rather a bad 
bargain in adopting civilisation. 

Medical opinion holds emphatical- 
ly that, as healthy animals, we are 
not to be compared with our savage 
ancestors. We are steadily losing 
teeth, hair, and, toes. We are 
ravaged by indigestion—a disease 
which, with its consequences, one 
professor has called far too heavy 
a price in itself to pay for civilisa 
‘tion, Our sanity, too, 18 steadilly 
‘being underminded by nervous dis 

jeases. : 

None of these maladies were 
known in primeval times; nor was 
feonsumption, another scourge of 
civilisation. ; 
‘deeds and discoveries of medical 
land surgical science, the civilised 
jworld is simply undermined with 
disease. Civilisation, in fact, 18 
junhealthy, and these centuries of 
disease have permanently weaken- 
ed the human body, A savage ter- 
ribly mangled by a tiger will recov- 
er steadily without assistance from 
wounds which even the healthiest 
of Europeans, under the most skill- 
ed medical attention, could not sur- 
vive for an hour. 


A VISION OF THE FUTURE. 


In fact, medical opinion declares 
that the civilised man will, after a 
few thousand years more of civilisa- 
tion, be a toothless animal, with 
small, shrunken legs and arms, and|© 
a massive, bald head, with large, 
half-blind eyes. 

Even though the average man o 
to-day undergoes more physical suf- 
fering in a month than his far-off 
ancestor did in a lifetime, it may be 
claimed that intellectually mankind 
has made tremendous advances, 

That is true; but intellect does 
not add to all-round happiness. The 
professors of philosiphy are of 
opinion that if the finer modern 
brain gives a wider circle vf plea- 
sures, it also makes sorrow more 
bitter. Our more sensitive nerves, 
too, find causes for worry and de- 

ression in trifles that would fail to 
make any impression whatever on 
a simpler, stupider brain. 

Then the digestive troubles, from 
jwhich practically every civilised 
‘man suffers more or less, cloud 
‘and darken the capacity for hap- 
piness. ‘The civilised world affects 
superiority to the childlke glee 
which makes asavage stand on his 
‘head or dance when he is pleased; 
jbut that, say the philosophers, is 
simply a sign that civilisation has 
dulled men’s capacity for joy, and 
mace them poorer.

Should 
she be opposed to the proposition, 
bowever, she returns the food to the 
girl’s mother and the match is off, 
even should the young man feel in- 
clined to tie the knot. 

On the other hand, if the youth is 
not favorably impressed by the daugh- 
ter of the hut he passes the dish on to 
his mother without tasting it. saying:

A Further Digression from the Subject of 
Puro Investment to Give Some Interest- 
Ing Facts on Speculation—The Best Ad- 

' vice to Prospective Speculators is Don't. 


(By Investor.) 


In tho last issue we saw in what pointa 
Speculation differed from investments, 
The practical difference between invest- 
ment, it was seen, was largely one in 
chance of gain, whereas the investor al- 
most always insists on great safety at 
the expense of probability of largely in. 
creased value of his holdings, the specu: 
lator sacrifices everything to his chance 
of profit—or loss. 

Now. unfortunately, many speculators 
find that the old proverb, “Distance 
lends enchantment,” equally applicable to 
speculation, and, therefore, dabble in the 
New York market. As a matter of ac- 
tual experience, in the long run it ia 
quite as profitable—and — probably less 
expensive—to put your money on a horse 
race. You probably know something 
about horses. You can never know 
enough about the New York market to 
make it worth while. The writer bas 
been a number of years in the stock busi- 
ness before taking to the more modest 
but less nerve-racking business of writ- | 
{ng and can speak with some authority. 
But. of course, the reader will not ac- 
cept such a bold statement without some 
good reasons being advanced. 

Quite recently, a New York broker care- 
fully analyzed a large number of accounts 
on his books and discovered, much to his 
surprise, that eight out of every ten of 
his clients lost money; eighty per cent. 
of speculators eventually lose, 
ho learned. 

“Yet,” you say, “Morgan and Rocke, 
feller often make a miilion dollar ‘clean | 
up,’ and why couldn’t the small apecu- 
lator make a few dollars?” Unauestion- 
ably, if the small speculator knew what 
Mr. Morgan was doing in the stock mar- 
ket he could make money and “big” 
money, too. But that is the whole diffi- 
culty. The game is to guess what Mor-

A number of delegates were present 
from Frankford, Newburg, Napanee 
and Madoc. 

Tne session was opened with devo- 
tional exercises by the president, Mrs. 
©. M. Hendrick, after which the re- 
cording secretary read the minutes of 
the last meeting. 

The corresponding secretary, Miss 
Anderson of Napanee, read her report 
which showed the present status of 
the union. There are 190 members 
and 29 honorary members. Sixty- 
three regular meetings and seven pub- 
lic meeting were held during the year. 
The receipts were $538.14. In special 
work the Belleville branch maintained 
two sanitary drinking fountains. 

Reports were read from seven differ- 
ent departments. 

Mrs. Pugsley, Provincial superin- 
tendent of the W. C. T. U., was intro- 
duced to the convention and compli- 
mented the members on the fine be- 
ginning in the county work. 

Rey. W. G. Clarke, pastor of the 
Tabernacle, was introduced. He gaye 
a short address. 

Mrs. Pugsley closed the session with 
noontide prayer, after which, Rey. 
Mr, Clarke pronounced the benedic- 
tion. 

At the afternoon session, the Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Hendrick, gave her address 
which was short. She regretted that 
owing to her ill-health, a great deal of 
the work fell to the lot of the vice- 
president, Mrs. Williams. She en- 
couraged the convention to continue 
in the work with God’s call in their 
minds “Go work in my vineyard,” 
The president asked to be relieved of 
her position, hoping that she herself 
might be able to engage in the work 
for many years. 

Mrs. Williams was asked to take 
the chair at this juncture. 

Mrs. Wartman, county treasurer, 
reported total receipts at $118.52, with 
$32 on hand. 

Mrs. Miller, of Frankford read an 
excellent paper on the “Loyal Tem- 
perance Legions.” She urged that 
the W.C.T.U. labor more persistently 
for the children. There are only 42 
Legions with 4,500 membership. Ev- 
ery one of the 200 provincial unions 
should have a legion. The object of 
the society is to show the young the 
benefits to be derived from abstinence 
from liquors and tobacco. 

Gen. Baden Powell's experience in 
smoking was mentioned. He, as a 
youth learned to smoke, but had giv- 
en up the habit when he went in for 
rifle shooting. When he went to Af- 
vica he was advised to smoke to keep 
the mosquitoes at a distance and so 
escape the pestilence. He abstained 
however, and was the only one of 
three thousand men who was not tak- 
en down with the fever. His scouts 
do not smoke because it destroys the 
sense of smell, and it is ruinous to the 
eyesight. The General considers the 
boy who thinks himself a little man 
when smoking, only a little fool. 

‘No work,” said Mrs. Miller, 
more encouraging than juvenile, in 
its influence on the spiritual life, 
church life and the home. We can- 
not estimate the results of neglecting 
the children to-day. The age of 14 is

A Medical View of the Doctor’s Charge 
For His Services. 

Those who discuss the physicians’ 
fee frequently miss the essence of It. 
As a matter of fact, under present 
social conditions the charge made to 
the wealthy and well to do Is the nor- 
mal and proper fee; the lowered 


charges made to those less fortunate |), 


are concessions. The tremendous field 
of the physician's charity is therefore 
usually underestimated, for it extends 
to a great majority of his patients. 

In olden times, when medicine was 
pearly all art. aud but little science, 
the fee was unknown. Like other art- 
ists, the leech received an honorarium, 
the weight of which depended natu- 
rally upou the resources of the patient. 

The popular impression that phys! 
clans make the rich pay for the poor is 
incorrect. They extend their services to 
all alike, and all ure supposed to pay as 
much as they cau afford for services 
really priceless and impossible to rep- 
resent ndequately in money yalues. 

Any attempt made to establish stand- 
ard fees by law is sure to work In- 
justice to the physician. ‘he “stand- 
ard” fee would have to be much bigh- 
er than the average fee at present and 
there would bave to be some method 
of enforcing its sure payment. Only 
with the standard fixed, as vow, by 
the ability of the wealthy Is It possible 
fur the poor to receive the benefits of 
the highest professional skill without 
losing their self respeci.—New York 
Medical Journal.
